HILDRETH’S CRACK COLT LEAVES NEW YORK 
TO FILL FORT ERIE ENGAGEMENT. 

Will Carry Top Weight of 138 Founds in 310,000 
Dominion Handicap. Canada’s Richest Race, 
and Afterwards Go to Saratoga. 



New York, July 28. — Fitz Herbert has left Empire 
City for Fort Erie, where he will be a starter in the 
.000 Dominion Handicap on Saturday. In prep- 
aration for the race Fitz Herbert worked a mile and 
an eighth in 2:07% over the Empire City track. 
He ran the first mile in 1 :40Vr. and he was pulled 
up at the finish of the trial. Fitz Herbert has had 
a lot of good work at the Yonkers course aud he is 
in fine condition for the Dominion Handicap. Dave 
Leary takes Fitz Herbert to Fort Erie for the big 
race and jockey Carroll Shilling will go on to ride 
Kim. Because Fitz Herbert is regarded as the liest 
horse In the country, his appears nee in the Dominion 
will make the Fort Erie opening a notable event. 
After filling his Fort Erie engagement Fitz Herbert 
will lie shipiHHl to Saratoga to run In the Saratoga 
Handicap and other imiKirtant races. 

Guy Fisher has also been shipped to Fort Erie for 
the Dominion Handicap. 

Fitz Herbert lias not raced since he won the 
Brooklyn Handicap May 31. After that race he 
had a coughing s|h>1 1 and was given a rest, lb* has 
been especially prepared for Saturday’s valuable event 
and is ready for a great performance. As a three- 
ycar-old. packing various weights up to EM) pounds, 
lie was beaten only once, by Affliction, and gave so 
good a colt as olambala fifteen pounds. This year 
he has started only twice. With 120 pounds up he 
won tlie Jockey Club Weight-for-Age Race at Bel- 
mont Park. 

In that race he carried the colors of John E. Mad- 
den. win* purchased him during the winter from 
Hildreth for $40,000. Soon afterward he was re- 
purchased by Hildreth for $45,000. His second start 
was in tlie Brooklyn Handicap, in which he carried 
130 pounds. Behind him in the order of naming 
were Olambala. 110: Prince Imjierial. 07: Czar. 110; 
Fashion Plate. 100, and Pinna Ken. no pounds. In 
tbe Dominion Handicap his weight will be 138 
poll mis. 

The Dominion Handicap closed on May 18. 1009. 
The guaranteed cash value of tlie race is $ 10 , 000 , of 
wj)ieh $7,500 goes to first. $1,750 to second, $750 to 
third and $250 to fourth. The starting fee is $150. 
and the distance a mile and a quarter. 

WORK-OUTS OF EASTERN HORSES. 



Recently Daily Racing Form published a table shelving the falling off hi value of the ten principal 
stake races of the American turf since 1907. To show more conclusively tlie great damage wrought to the 
lacing and breeding industry of the United States by hostile and unjustifiable legislation the matter has been 
pursued farther and a table of great significance is here presented. Hen* is a group of events that in 1907 
yielded $750,092 to tlie profit and maintenance of owners and the sustenance of thoroughbred breeding. Tbe 
decline since then is pitiful. Some stakes usually run in the fall over New York tracks are yet to close. 
Estimating them at $2,000 each and adding $2t>,UoO to tlie known value of the other stakes of 1910 in this, 
list will show that the $750,092 of 1907 lias become $182,534 in 1910. It is a destruction of property 
w rought by professedly good and honest 'people shocking to contemplate.- The falling off process for four 
years is worth serious study. . , , V

RACING GOSSIP FROM KENTUCKY. 

Louisville. Ky.. July 28. — j! B. Lew man. a promi- 
nent contractor, lias decided to return to the turf, 
and a |*ortion of his new racing stable, four horses, 
has reacb**d Churchill I>owns in charge of his old 
trainer. Pres M. West, and the latter’s son. Shelby 
West, who will look after the horses whenever his 
father is forced to 1 m» absent from the track. The 
string with which Mr. Lew man comes hack to racing 
are all untried performers, principally near relatives 
of his old stallion. The Elector, by Hanover. Cap- 
tain Lewinan’s return to racing is due to the pros- 
perous conditions prevailing on tlie Kentucky turf 
today. He lias never l**en entirely out of tin* thor- 
oughbred business, retaining a few of bis mares, 
though lie soki off some of his stud matrons, includ- 
ing Mary La vena. Whim lie quit racing several 
years ago lie had no intention iff ever again cam- 
paigning a string. Time, however, lias changed tlie 
tide of the sport in Kentucky, ami tin* veteran turf- 
man lias come back with the lioom. When lie ascer- 
tained it was (Missible to get his old trainer. Pres 
West, lie was quick in making up Ids mind, and it 
is now protmldc that in time Captain Davinan will 
have as pretentions a string of horses as represents 
any l^njlsvilliun now on tlie turf, though the list of 
local turfmen is constantly on the Increase. Won- 
derful changes have coiue to pass since the forma-

GOVERNOR HUGHES’ SUCCESSOR. 

The lieutenant-governor of New York. Horace 
White, who will take the place of Governor Hughes 
when the latter goes to the Supreme Oourt iu Oc to- 
iler, is not considered as apt to lie very enthusiastic 
in carrying mi what have conic to be known as the 
“Hughes policies.” So far as the regulation of rac- 
ing is concerned, he may be expected to be rather un- 
sympathetie with them. 

Lieutenant-Governor White is a breeder of harness 
horses, an officer the.. National Trotting Associa- 
tion. and a promoter of tli> racing at the Syracuse 
fair. Certainly it is unlikely that he will exhibit 
the same keenness and earnestness that characterized 
Mr. Hughes iu putting through restrictive* legisla- 
tion even to tlie extent of holdiug a s|K*cial election

From September 1 to December 31, iti - 
elusive, for four years. 149 pounds; five years, 161 
pounds: six years and over. 166 |»ottnds. 

Except in handicaps and in races where the 
weights are Axed absolutely in the conditions, mares 
shall he allowed five pounds ami geldings three 
pounds. No horse shall carry less than 130 pounds. 

In the west the weights specified by the Western 
Jockey Flub ami the American Turf Association 
are identical and are as follows:

“There are three stands in the enclosure — the 
Jockey Club stand, the stand for ticket holders anti 
the royal stand, now so badly deserted. The grand-* 
stand, as it is termed, occupied by the rank and 
file of the race-going public, is of course outside the / 
hounds of the royal enclosure. 

“The paddock Is a popular resort, democratic and 
, cosmopolitan. It lies to the left of the enclosure 
Uiul. passing in. one notices the part of the stand 
assigned to the press and to jockeys. Ascot race 
course is not the best in the world, hut it affords 
one of the most striking scenes in the universe. 
We may scoff at the exclusiveness of the royal en- 
closure, but nowhere can the pride of life be seen 
to letter advantage. This tuuch-talked-of space is 
a small stretch of suivlHirned grass where no chairs 
are allowed but where garden seats are placed at 
Intervals. 

“Even now many people seem to be vague on the 
subject of enclosure tickets. These belong to no 
one by right, not even to peers and i*s*resses. They 
can. however, lie claimed as an admitted privilege 
by members of the royal household. These passes 
are allotted by Lord Churchill, who fulfills part of 
the duties of that now extinct office, the master of 
the Burkhounds. 

“The circle is kept extremely select. A lady pays 
$10 and a man $20 for admittance. The above rules 
are at present In force, but there may of course be 
changes in 1911, .Application is made at a stated 
tiinc to Lord Churchill at the Lorn Chamberlain’s 
office, and if granted the tickets arrive, each with 
a badge on which the owner’s name Is written, and 
tills from the time one arrives at Ascot must Ik* at- 
tached to gown or coat in a conspicuous position. 

“Luncheon is a feature of tin* occasion, the tents 
fowling a long line known as ‘Luncheon avenue.’ 
Hospitality is dispensed also in convenient rooms at 
the buck of the stands ami on a terrace laid out 
with small tables. But perhaps the most |K>pular 
luncheons are those given by smart clubs and by the 
otfiivrs of well known regiments. Among these lat- 
ter who entertain are the Brigade of Guards, the 
Green jackets, the Cavalry dub, the Highland Bri- 
gade and the Royal Artillery. The flowery annex 
outside the Guards’ tent makes a sitting-out place 
that is much appreciated. The Badminton Club, the 
Sports dub and the Bachelors* Club also entertain, 
and the latter’s feast is presided over by William 
Gillette. Last year the Marlborough Club gave a 
dainty repast at small oval tables. 

“All the arrangements are made with much pre- 
cision. A special force of police, about 1,200 in 
number, are on duty. They have a police station 
and barracks, which are used only on these occa- 
sions. A special police court is presided over by a 
Bow street, magistrate. 

“The ways and manners of a smart race party are 
most amusing. At Ascot women are apt to breakfast 
In their rooms or else they come down in simple 
frocks of cotton, serge or muslin, according to 
weather ami temperature. Then they walk, play 
croquet or go for a spin in a motor. After that 
comes the grand toilet of the day, for by 1 o’clock 
everyone is on the race course.”
